Some persons have 
openly predicted Canada would split. 
‘VYhat the isolationists would stand 
out. That one great race would re- 
fuse to co-operate, There was no 
sign of that at Ottawa in the opening 
days of the grave period now upon us, 

The issue is even clearer than it 
was in 1914 to the vast masses of peo- 
ple on this side of the Atlantic.

CROWDS WEEP AS 
PRIESTS BLESS TOTS 
LEAVING LONDON

| London, Sept. 2— As dawn broke 
today Britain began the huge task of 
evacuating 3,000,000 children, mothers 
and sick people from crowded centres 
throughout the land to safer country 


districts. , 

Over 1,300,000 were 
London alone. 

4s dawn broke on London it looked 
like sunset over Europe. Every hour 
brought news which seemed t» hera:d 
the end of 25 years truce between 
the last war and the next. 

Yet London's great evacuation moy- 
ed with perfect smoothness and per- 
fect calm. By noon today about 200,- 
000 little ones were safe trom any- 
thing that might fall or befall, . 

At a dosen stations I watched the 
little one= go and saw Britain at her 
cool, smiling best. Mothers wept, as 


going trom 


they said good-by to their children, 
and tied identification tags around 
their necks. But teachers, officials 
and police moved with reassuring 


calm, and the departure plans went 
without a hitch. 

Siz hundred and fifty thousand 
school children are leaving London 
with their teachers. In addition are 
250,000 children under five with their 
mothers. I watched them going 
through one station at the rate of 
6,000 per hour. 

Each school child carried his gas 
mask and small bag containing a 
change of underclothes, stockings, 
toothbrush, comb, towel, soap, warm 
coat and a packet of food to last him 
a day. The children were met at their 
destinations and taken to houses and 
camps where they are being Dilletted. 

There they will stay and in the 
meantime London knows, that no mat- 
ter what happens, her children are 
safe. 

I watched sick people being evac- 
uated from a hospital, There was no 
panic or alarm, 

I watched teachers shepherding: 
their flocks. You'd have thought they 
were all going on a holiday. 

I spoke to railway officials in 
charge of the evacuation, They said 
the evacuation trains were moving | 
exactly on time, 

The British people accuse themse!- 
ves of muddling through, but there 
was no muddling here. ‘The London 
transport system managed to maintain 
skeleton services for ordinary traffic, 
despite the gigantic task of removing 
hundreds of thousands of persons 
trom the town. 

At a convention in west London, | 
taw priests blessing the children as 
they left. Passers-by removed their 
| hats and bowed their heads as priests 
prayed that the children might grow 
up safely in a world where justice and 
sight would surely triumph. Only 
then did the people seem moved, and 


grim determination was written op 
avery face., 
All over Britain’s crowded areas 


these scenes were being enacted today. 
Others moved calmly about their 
work with courage and confidence 
that has to be seen to be believed ..

London, Sept. 6th— “It is not our 
war", German workers were describ- 
ed as saying, Tuesday in a message 
gent over news tickers in London, 
“We have nothing in common with 
the present regime; the German wor- 
kers and peasants do not want war 
and have nothing in common with the 
Nazi regime,” said the communica- 
tion to the Independent Labor Party 
from teh “Independent Socialists in 


Germany.” 


“Hitler begins the war with Poland 
against the will of large masses of
